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Mum sentenced for murdering her daughters 


A MOTHER who murd¬ 
ered her two teenage 
daughters will serve a 
minimum of 33 years 
in jail for her horrific 
crimes. 

Rekha Kumari-Baker, 
41, was sentenced on 
Tuesday at Cambridge 
Crown Court after a jury 
found her guilty of mur¬ 
der the previous day. 

The judge said the Parole 
Board would not consider her 
for release until 2040, when she 
will be 72. 

Kumari-Baker attacked Dav-

ina Baker, 16, and Jasmine 
Baker, 13, at her home in Streth- 
am in the early hours of June 13, 
2007. 

The waitress stabbed Davina 
37 times and Jasmine 29 times 
with two kitchen knives as they 
slept in their beds. She had ad¬ 
mitted manslaughter on the 
grounds of diminished resp¬ 
onsibility but denied murder. 

Passing sentence, Mr Justice 
Bean said: “Your defence of 
diminished responsibility was 
flimsy and insubstantial. 



“You knew quite well what 
you were doing and you were 
not mentally ill. The crimes 
were, as the prosecution rightly 
put it, murder, full stop. 

“Davina and Jasmine were 
cruelly cut down in the prime of 
life. Their death has been a 
shattering loss to their father, 
David Baker, and their friends.” 

Kumari-Baker had already 
been detained for two years and 
92 days. She will serve a further 
30 years and 273 days. 

If she serves the remainder of 
the minimum tariff in full, she 
will not be released until the 
year 2040. 

The father of Davina and 
Jasmine spoke of his “incalc¬ 
ulable” loss as Kumari-Baker 
was sentenced. David Baker 
said words were not enough to 
express his feelings. 

The jury of seven women and 
five men took just 35 minutes to 
return a unanimous verdict. 

Davina was stabbed 39 times 
as she tried to defend herself, 
while Jasmine was stabbed 
through the heart during a 
second onslaught. Prosecutors 
said she carried out the mur¬ 
ders to “wreak havoc” on ex- 
husband David Baker. 

In a hand-written note she 
left at the murder scene, Kum¬ 
ari-Baker, 4J, wrote: “I don’t 


want them to get hurt as I did.” 

She concluded the note by 
writing: “My kids will not be a 
burden to anyone any more.” 

Psychiatrist Lyle Hamilton 
also told jurors Kumari-Baker 
may have been “retaliating” 
against men, particularly her 
ex-husband, and former part¬ 
ner Jeff Powell, who had just 
ended a six-year relationship. In 
the note she wrote: “I didn’t 
want them to get hurt like I did. 
Jeff hurt me so much I cannot 
explain.” 

Her lawyers argued that she 
was suffering from an “abnorm¬ 
ality of mind” which would 
make her guilty of manslaught¬ 
er but not murder. 

Dr Hamilton - who was call¬ 
ed to give evidence by Kumari- 
Baker’s lawyers - said she exhib¬ 
ited a condition of “turbulent 
mixed emotions” brought on by 
a raft of personal, financial and 
health problems, meaning she 
was not of sound mind. 

But the jury rejected the 
defence after hearing Kumari- 
Baker had visited her GP just 
days before murdering her 
children, who had said there 
was no evidence of clinical 
depression.

DETECTIVE Inspector lim 
McCrorie, senior investi¬ 
gating officer, said: 

“It became clear, as this 
investigation progressed, that 
Rekha Kumari-Baker set out 
to murder her children. Only 
she will know the real reasons 
why she carried out such a 
vicious and deliberate attack 
as they lay sleeping in their 
beds. 

“Davina and Jasmine were 
two innocent young teen¬ 
agers who were killed by the 
person they should have 
been able to trust most in this 
world. 

“In 25 years in the police 
service I have never before 
investigated such an upsett¬ 


ing or sickening crime. 

“I am simply pleased that it 
has now been concluded and 
hope that this may give some 
solace to family and friends 
of both girls. 

“Needless to say this has 
been a difficult and pro¬ 
tracted investigation for 
everyone involved, including 
experienced officers. 

“It has been tremendously 
difficult, in particular, for the 
family of Davina and Jasmine, 
who we have had close con¬ 
tact with throughout. 

“I hope today’s verdict can 
allow everyone, particularly 
David Baker, and other mem¬ 
bers of the girls’ family, to 
move on.”

DAVID Baker, father of the 
murdered girls and former 
husband of Rekha Kumari- 
Baker, issued this 
statement after the verdict 
was announced: 

“I am pleased with the 
outcome of the trial and 
the verdict of the court. It 
does not and cannot 
however compensate for 
the loss of my daughters 
Davina and Jasmine. 

“Not a day passes 
when I don’t think of my 
girls. I smile now when I 
remember the good times 
we had. I remember most 
of all their love and 
closeness for each other - 
sisters together. Part of 
my heart was taken when 
they died and I long for 
the day when we shall be 
reunited. 


“Time has passed 
since their death but my 
sense of loss and pain has 
eased little. I was robbed 
of my daughters by an act 
of calculated viciousness 
by a woman who, having 
given life to them, in her 
vindictive mind believed 
she also had a right to 
take that life from them. 
She will now pay the price 
for this. 

“I take comfort in the 
knowledge that I will in 
time be with my girls 
again. She will not. 

“More than two years 
have passed since the 
murder of my daughters. 
Justice has been delayed 
by Rekha Kumari-Baker’s 
attempts to avoid the 
consequences of her 
actions by claiming 


diminished responsibility 
through fabricated 
defence of mental 
abnormality. The court 
has seen through this 
tissue of deceit. 

“I would like to thank 
Cambridgeshire Police 
and members of the legal 
team for their focused, 
dedicated and tireless 


work in ensuring that 
justice was finally 
achieved in this case. 

“I would like to thank 
those members of the 
media who reported the 
facts of the case 
accurately and 
professionally. 

“My family and friends 
have been a source of 


great strength and support 
in the last few years. I 
know too that Davina and 
Jasmine’s many friends 
have also helped support 
each other. 

“Finally to my 
daughters I simply want to 
say: Rest in peace Davina 
and Jasmine. My love for 
you will never fade.”

Top psychiatrists at the 
Norvic centre in Norfolk, 
where Kumari-Baker was held 
in the two years before her 
trial, also found she was not 
mentally ill. One psychiatrist 
said any murderer would feel 
“turbulent or mixed emotions 
by definition.” 

He added that Kumari-Baker 
remained “an enigma”, who 
did not fall into any known 
category of extreme offending. 
Her behaviour could not be 
explained. 

Kumari-Baker claimed she 
had almost complete amnesia 
of the event, remembering 
only a “blackness” descending 
upon her before finding herself 
alone in her own bedroom 
with the blood-stained knives. 

But David Baker believed the 
murders were “an act of calcu¬ 
lated viciousness by a woman, 
who having given life to them, 
in her vindictive mind believed 
she also had the right to take

that life from them”. 

He believed his ex-wife’s 
claims of madness were “fabri¬ 
cated”, saying: “The court has 
seen through this tissue of 
deceit.” 

Detective Inspector Jim 
McCrorie, who led the investi¬ 
gation, agreed. 

“It became clear, as this 
investigation progressed, that 
Rekha Kumari-Baker set out to 
murder her children,” he said. 

“Only she will know the real 
reason why she carried out 
such a vicious and deliberate 
attack as they lay sleeping in 
their beds. 

“Davina and Jasmine were 
two innocent young teenagers 
who were killed by the person 
they should have been able to 
trust most in this world.” 

Emma Dmitriev, from the 
Crown Prosecution Service, 
added: “This cruel and vicious 
act was clearly premeditated 
by Kumari-Baker as she had 
purchased the knife two days 




prior to the killing. 

“She had broken up with her 
husband and then her boy¬ 
friend of several years and had 
left her job in a dispute with 
her employer. 

“She was clearly angry and 
took out her accumulated rage 
on the two innocent girls. This 
brutal attack has had enduring 
tragic consequences. 

“I think strains in the relat¬ 
ionships with the men - key 
men - in her life gave rise 
probably to the idea of some 
kind of retaliation against not 
just them as individuals but 
against men generally - life.” 

Dr Neil Hunt, a consultant 
psychiatrist, who interviewed 
her on the day she was arr¬ 
ested, also told jurors he did 
not think there was evidence of 


any mental illness. Dr Hunt 
told jurors: “She said ‘This was 
not supposed to happen. I love 
my girls.’ 

“Given the extreme and 
unusual behaviour, I was 
concerned that there was a 
high chance that she may be 
suffering from a mental dis¬ 
order.” 

But he added: “I didn’t think 
she had any serious mental 
illness.” 

On Monday, a neighbour of 
Kumari-Baker’s in the village of 
Stretham, who did not want to 
be named, said: “I thought she 
was guilty all along. 

“I have been following the 
case closely and what she did 
to those girls just beggars 
belief.” 

Another resident said: “I am 
very pleased with the outcome 
of die trial. She will now serve 
her time, which is what she 
deserves.” 

Felicity Schofield, chairman 
of Cambridgeshire Local 
Children’s Safeguarding Board, 
said an inquiry would be 
carried out to see if anything 
could have been done to 
prevent the tragedy. 

She said: “Our thoughts and 
sympathies are with the 
friends and family of the two 
girls, who have been through 
an extremely difficult period 
during the trial which has 
reminded everyone of the 
tragic and traumatic events of 
two years ago.”

Man dies at pump 

AN elderly man collapsed and died 
at a petrol pump, leaving service 
station staff traumatised. 

The man had driven to the BP 
garage on the outskirts of Ely at 
the junction of the A142 and the 
A10 last Wednesday. 

He had just filled his car when he 
collapsed. The man was given 
CPR but did not recover. 

Police cordoned of the scene but 
are not treating the death as 
suspicious. 

A manager at the garage and 
Budgens store said: “He had just 
got some petrol at the pump when 
he keeled over. We think he had a 
heart attack. He was given CPR 
but it was too late. It’s very sad. 
“The staff were shocked and I had 
to send one home.” 


She said: “It all happened so 
quickly. I only had my purse in 
my bag. He must have been foll¬ 
owing me. There was no-one else 
around. 

“He suddenly ran at me and 
grabbed my bag. I just held on. 

“He pulled really hard and 
dragged me to the ground but I 
still hung on. Then he gave a 
terrific pull and twisted it. That’s 
what broke my arm.” 

The writer, who had £100 in 
her purse and a precious photo¬ 
graph of one of her grandchild¬ 
ren, was left injured and alone in 
the street. 

She said: “He ran off like the 
wind and I was left sprawled in 
the middle of the road. 

“There was no-one about and I 
made a feeble cry for help. 

“A friend in one house heard 
me and came to my aid. Another 
came and he started looking 
around the village for the mugg-

er. I was taken to the Princess of 
Wales Hospital but the X-ray 
machine wasn’t being used on a 
Sunday so they took me to Add- 
enbrooke’s.” 

Mrs Adamson wrote the ad¬ 
ventures of twins Topsy and Tim 
with her husband Gareth, who 
died in 1982. More than 21 mill¬ 
ion copies of the 130 books have 
been sold worldwide. 

Mrs Adamson believes the 
mugger must be from outside the 
village, as she knows most young 
residents through her storytelling 


at the school. 

Police have launched a man¬ 
hunt for the thug, who made off 
in the direction of Pump Lane. 

He was white, about 5ft 8in, 15 
to 17 years old, and wearing a 
white T-shirt with a shirt over die 
top, and a grey baseball cap with 
a white peak. 

Det Sgt Daren Cooper said: 
“This was a nasty street robbery 
and the victim was very brave in 
her efforts to resist.”

THE 81-year-old author of 
the classic Topsy and Tim 
children's books has told 
how a mugger broke her 
arm in a vicious attack.

redesigning services to 
be more effective. 

Cllr Brown added: 
“There will be some 
people who think we are 
introducing stealth 
taxes, are trying to 
undermine our district’s 
success or pay for pro¬ 
jects which are ulti¬ 
mately unaffordable. 

“None of these are 
true - we are simply 
putting in place the 
necessary decisions to 
ensure our district has 
the best services poss¬ 
ible.”

Publicans are 
not to blame 

Sir, With reference to your article 
quoting Conservative MP Malcolm 
Moss, (Strengthen drink laws, MP 
pleads - Weekly News, September 
10), as a publican with 31 years 
experience in this area, I am fed up 
with the publican getting the flack 
for alcohol related problems. 

Keeping my first pub in 1972, the 
only place you could buy alcohol 
was at the local pub’s off-licence 
price, which would be about 4p 
more than bar prices, for the 
deposit for the bottle, which would 
be taken back. Alcohol was not 
discounted, like in the 
supermarkets nowadays. 

Alcohol related crime on the streets 
was lower than now, as people 
could not afford it. It was “policed” 
by responsible publicans who 
invariably lived on the premises, so 
not only is their livelihood at risk, 
but also their home. 

Mr Moss is obviously out of touch 
with the modern trend of how 
people are drinking nowadays. Pub 
prices are more expensive than 
supermarket prices, people will 
meet at a friend’s house to drink 
cheaper drinks bought from the 
supermarket and will consume a 
certain amount before they go out, 
so it does not cost them so much 
when they are out on the town. 

Not a word of condemnation is 
ever put to the supermarket for 
selling the alcohol so cheap, even 
less than the publicans can buy it 
for. A can of beer is the same price 
as a can of soft drink - make sense 
out of that? 

The supermarkets are doing all 
they can to help stop serving under 
18s by having their “Look Under 
21” policy, but this does not stop 18 
to 21-year- olds with ID buying 
alcohol for their younger friends. 

Raising the drinking age to 21 will 
not stop the problem, it will drive 
drinking underground. This will 
cause house parties the length of 
Britain, causing problems on 
housing estates. 

Some research into when 
supermarkets, petrol stations, all- 
and-sundry corner shops and 
sports centres were given the green 
light to sell alcohol, compared to 
figures of problems on the streets 
now, is needed, as I know we never 
had it so bad in 1972 when the 
good old landlord served the only 
alcohol in town. 

lust for the record, I have just come 
back from walking our dog and I 
have passed an empty can of 
Fosters out on our street, one 
empty can of Budweiser in the 
school lane, an empty vodka glass 
bottle, 12 empty cans of Fosters 
strewn over the entire playing field 
and an empty plastic 1.5 litre bottle 
of Strongbow cider. These items 
are not sold from public houses, or 
clubs and someone had quite a 
party on Saturday night as the 
empty cans and bottles were not 
there the day before. 

I just hope these people did not go 
and create mayhem in the town 
when they finished, otherwise the 
publicans may get the blame.

Sir, Many of your readers have 
probably heard that 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
has recently rejected our 
application to give Ely Common 
the protection afforded by an 
official designation as a “Village 
Green”.

Gallery remains 
important asset 

Sir, When the consultation period 
for the Ely Masterplan begins, I 
hope residents who care about the 
visual arts, and the Babylon Gallery 
in particular, will question the 
councillors quite closely about 
their intentions. 

As I understand it, negotiations 
about funding for the gallery are at 
a delicate stage and the district 
council needs to be made aware of 
the strong feelings there are for the 
retention of this important cultural 
asset. 

It is vital that we have a publicly- 
funded gallery in a city of this size, 
and the Babylon Gallery has 
continued to make an important 
contribution since it was allowed to 
re-open. 

I think the councillors would 
appear very hypocritical if they 
tried to convince us of the exciting 
possibilities for the future, as 
shown in the Masterplan, while 
denying funding to ADeC (Arts 
Development in East 
Cambridgeshire) now, to enable 
them to remain at Babylon Bridge. 

I hope I am proved wrong, and 
councillors will demonstrate that 
they do care about the people they 
represent and will not go for the 
easy option of using the economic 
climate as an excuse to close the 
Babylon Gallery down. 

Even though it does not make 
much money itself, as the gallery 
has drawn over 15,000 visitors since 
it re-opened last February, (and is 
well on target to smash its own 
record of 25,000 for last year) it is 
obvious that it makes a difference 
to the vibrancy and economics of 
the area.

‘Local GPs should 
take on care role’ 


THE shadow health secretary has 
called for Cambridgeshire GPs to 
take charge of out-of-hours care, 
following more revelations about 
a foreign doctor who accidentally 
killed a patient. 

Daniel Ubani, a German-registered 
doctor working for private company Take 
Care Now (TCN), accidentally killed 
Manea resident David Gray by giving him 
10 times the recommended dose of 
diamorphine. 

The Guardian newspaper has now 
reported that Ubani withdrew an app¬ 
lication to join a “performers’ list” run by 
the NHS in Leeds after failing to score 
sufficient marks in an English test. But he 
later ended up working in Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

Out-of-hours care across Cambridge¬ 
shire is now up for grabs under a new 
contract tender - meaning private comp- 
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anies, who often employ foreign- 
registered GPs, can bid to cover Cam¬ 
bridge and South Cambridgeshire for the 
first time. 

Andrew Lansley, shadow health sec¬ 
retary and MP for Cambridgeshire South, 
said: “Out-of-hours care in part depends 
on good knowledge of the way in which 
the NHS works.” 

Mr Lansley highlighted differing pract¬ 
ices in the use of diamorphine between 
the UK and continental Europe, saying 
“serious questions” had to be asked about 
the training given to European doctors 
providing out-of-hours care in this 
country 

Mr Lansley praised the quality of 
services offered by Camdoc, the group of 
local GPs which currently provides out-of- 
hours care for Cambridge and South 


Cambridgeshire. 

He added: “I think it is not unreason¬ 
able to say that where GPs have sustained 
a GP co-operative approach - which is 
what Camdoc is - they have been able to 
maintain standards and a relationship 
with the local public on a basis that is 
better than where the contract has gone 
elsewhere.” 

Chris Banks, NHS Cambridgeshire chief 
executive, said: “NHS Cambridgeshire has 
always insisted on a competent level of 
English for all GPs on our performers’ list. 
Either they take the test with us or they 
have to provide the certificate to prove 
that they have taken and passed the 
competency test. 

“We have served notice on all our out- 
of-hours providers and will be awarding 
new contracts in spring next year, 
following full public consultation. The 
new contract will instruct the out-of- 
hours provider to check English language 
competency”

‘More primary 
places needed’ 


JIM Paice is pushing council chiefs 
to provide more primary school 
places in East Cambridgeshire. 

The South East Cambridgeshire MP has 
met representatives from Cambridgeshire 
County Council to discuss the growing 
problem. He said more “frustrated” parents 
were contacting him when children were 
not offered places at their local primary 
schools. 

He said: “It has become clear there are 
not enough primary school places in the 
eastern part of our area. Many parents 
cannot get their child into the school of 
their choice, indeed sometimes not even 
into their local school. 

“Cambridgeshire has one of the fastest- 
growing populations in the country and it 
is imperative children can go to their 
school of choice. 

“This is not a new problem -1 have had 
substantial postbags from angry parents 
for several summers.” 

Last year the council’s cabinet approved 
plans for 560 extra school places to cater 
for the booming population. 

The Lantern Primary School, Ely, is 
currently being doubled in size to cater for 
an extra 210 students by 2010. 

Mr Paice said the areas worst-hit were 
Ely, Soham, Fordham, Isleham and Bur- 
well. 

Having met Gordon feyes, deputy chief

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executive of the county council with 
responsibility for children and young 
people, the MP said he was “pleased” the 
council was taking the problem seriously. 

But he claimed central Government was 
“hampering” those efforts. 

He said: “Schools can no longer auto¬ 
matically let a child into a school because 
their siblings attend, so some parents have 
found themselves with young children 
having to attend different primary schools. 

“Likewise, the complete rigidity of the 
class size rule has meant some children 
living within a school’s catchment area 
must be denied a place and, in some cases, 
forced to go to school out of county.” 

Mr Jeyes said discussions with Mr Paice 
allowed officials to explain the allocation 
rules set by central Government, within 
which the council must work. 

He said: “The council is committed to 
providing suitable high-quality school 
places to all children and, wherever 
possible, meeting the preferences exp¬ 
ressed by parents. 

“But unfortunately, because of demand 
in some areas and the allocation rules, this 
is not always possible and a suitable 
alternative place has to be found.”

Swearing man fined 
for abusing officers 


A SOHAM man who shouted 
and swore at police after a night 
out in Ely has been fined. 

Benjamin Waters, 24, was 
arrested on September 4 for 
being drunk and disorderly in 
the city’s Market Street. 

Penny Cannon, prosecuting, 
said: “It was at around 2.30am 
when officers were called to a 
large group of people causing a 
nuisance in Market Street. 

“They were dealing with a 
man, who was not Mr Waters, 
who was swearing and shouting 
at residents but then Mr Waters 
got involved.

Students urged to keep finances healthy 


KEEPING on top of your 
bank balance and plan¬ 
ning a budget are ess¬ 
ential steps to keeping 
your finances in the 
black, students have been 
warned. 

As part of our part¬ 
nership with Barclays 
Money Skills to help 
readers make the most of 
their finances, the Weekly 
News has been speaking 
to a student advice expert 
to help undergraduates 
survive freshers’ week 
without putting a strain 
on their bank balances. 

Julia Manley, senior 
student money adviser at 
Anglia Ruskin University 
said many first-year stud¬ 
ents struggle with man¬ 
aging their money when 
they are living away from

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home for the first time. 

She said: “A large num¬ 
ber of students come to 
see my team about finan¬ 
cial problems, many of 
them have absolutely no 
idea how much funding 
they receive. 

“Some of these prob¬ 
lems are due to too much 
socialising, especially 
during the first term. 

“Having said that, it is 
hard being away from 
home for the first time 
and the situation is not 


helped because they get 
paid termly rather than 
weekly or monthly. 

“A student on full 
funding could receive 
around £2,000 for their 
first payment, which can 
seem like a large amount, 
but of course isn’t when it 
has to last three or four 
months.” 

Mrs Manley advised 
students to record their 
income, such as student 
grants and income from 
part-time work, against 
their expenditure on 
items such as rent, food, 
bills and travel. 

She added: “If expend¬ 
iture is more than in¬ 
come, you need to work 
out how you are going 
cover that, either by 
reducing your expend¬ 


iture, e.g. don’t go out as 
much, or by increasing 
your income, such as by 
getting a part-time job.” 

And while tips such as 
using an interest-free 
overdraft, buying second¬ 
hand books and getting a 
Young Persons’ Railcard 
can cut costs further, it is 
important to know when 
to turn for help. 

Mrs Manley said: 
“Around 62 per cent of 
young people said if they 
got into money trouble or 
debt they would not be 
able to name any advice 
or support services they 
could turn to for advice in 
a recent survey. 

“If you think you are 
getting into financial 
difficulties, seek help 
sooner rather than later.”

INVESTIGATIONS are under way 
after three men suffered electric 
shocks on a school sports field. 

The Health and Safety Executive (HSE) 
has confirmed it is conducting a “thor¬ 
ough investigation” following the incident 
at the King’s School Ely last Tuesday. 

As reported in last week’s Weekly News, 
the trio suffered electric shocks while 
putting up a rugby post near high-voltage 
power lines at around 2.15pm. 

Emergency services were called to the 
incident in Angel Drove, Ely, after the post 
made contact with the 33,000-volt elect¬ 
ricity cable. 

All three men, who are ground staff at 
the independent school, are said to have 
suffered burns to their hands and feet, but 
their injuries were not believed to be life- 
threatening. 

Two ambulances, two medical response 
vehicles, the air ambulance and police 
officers were called to the sports fields. 

The injured men were taken to Adden- 
brooke’s by land ambulance. A fourth man 
working with them was not hurt and 
called the emergency services. 

Sue Freestone, principal of the King's 
School, said: “At this stage we do not know 
exactly what happened. There were four 
men working here and three have suffered 
electric shocks. 

“What is important is that they are all 
going to be fine and have all gone to hosp¬ 
ital. 

“There will be a thorough investigation 
into what has happened.” 

A HSE spokesman said: “The HSE has 
been made aware of this incident and we 
are dealing with it. There will be a 
thorough investigation taking place.” 

Police have not released the names of 
the men.

Bottom plncher

over he didn’t just give her it but 
took her hand and placed the 
money in it. She asked him not to 
do that to her again as she found in 
inappropriate.” 

The barmaid, who worked at the 
centre part-time, later moved to 
another bar to serve guests at a 
private function. 

Mrs Cannon said: “Mr Bonnett 
then came in and told her he was 
keeping an eye on the people in 
there. 

“He wanted a drink and she got 
him one, which is when he lingered 
over her hand again.” 

Feeling it “inappropriate”, the 
barmaid told her manager, who 
spoke to Bonnett about it. 

But when collecting glasses from 
tables later in the night, she felt a 
hand grab her bottom. 

Mrs Cannon added: “When she 
turned around, Mr Bonnett was 


sitting there and giggling about it 
with other men. She told him not to 
touch her and again told her 
manager. He was then escorted out 
the building. 

“This incident has left her wary 
to work there and she felt dis¬ 
gusted. She is also wary of strangers 
and it has had a big impact on her.” 

But Michael fudkins, mitigating, 
said Bonnett thought it would be 
“funny” to pinch her bottom. 

He added: “She was a victim in 
this but entries on social network¬ 
ing sites show she is a happy-go- 
lucky sort of person. 

“He has remorse but just thought 
it would be funny at the time.” 

The Rev Michael Matthews, 
presiding magistrate, placed 
Bonnett on a strict 12-month 
supervision order and he will be on 
the sex offenders register for five 
years. 

He was also ordered to pay £100 
compensation to the victim, and 
£960 court costs.

Card man’s 


anger over 
car clamp 


A SMALL businessman has 
complained that his car was 
clamped in a shop's service yard - 
while he was making a delivery. 

Tony Winchester, from Ely, had delivered 
greeting cards to The Factory Shop in 
Mildenhall when he returned to find a 
clamper fixing a device to the wheel of his 
Ford Mondeo estate. 

Mr Winchester, 61, had to pay a £150 fee 
to release the clamp - plus a £7.50 
surcharge for using his credit card. 

He said: “Fve been going to the shop and 
parking in the same area every fortnight for 
the past eight months. 

“I was only in the shop for about half an 
hour and came out carrying a box of 
greeting cards, so it was obvious that I had 
been making a delivery. 

“But the clamper said he had started the 
process and couldn’t do anything about it.” 

Mr Winchester said he had appealed 
against the fine to the clamping firm, 
White’s Car Park Solutions, based in 
Southampton, but had not received a reply. 

He said he understood others to have 
fallen victim to the “over-zealous” clamper 
had included a member of staff at one of

the shops and a market trader loading his 
vehicle. 

Mr Winchester said he had now been 
told he had to call the shop before he was 
due to make a delivery so that staff could 
meet him and issue him with a temporary 
parking permit. 

Although there are new signs warning 
people that they could be clamped for 
unauthorised parking, he said the action 
went too far. 

A spokeswoman for Forest Heath 
District Council, said: “We own the land, 
but it’s leased to Panther Securities 
[operators of the Mildenhall shopping 
precinct]. The company is legally enforcing 
its own ‘no parking’ rules. 

“There are signs which say that White’s 
are working on behalf of the land owner. 
We are asking for the signs to be changed 
because the clamping company is worldng 
on behalf of Panther and is not employed 
by us.” 

She said Mr Winchester needed to seek 
reimbursement from White’s for the clamp 
release fee. 


Riders needed to shape vision 


THE National Trust is con¬ 
ducting a survey of horse 
riders to help it develop 
and promote riding within 
the Wicken Fen Vision area. 

Wicken Fen community 
warden, Emma Shepherd, 
will be visiting local stables 
and riding schools and is 
keen to speak to as many 
people as possible to learn 
more about where riders 
currently take their horses, 
ideas for new riding routes 
and the provision of infra¬ 
structure to help them. 

She said: “The survey is 
part of our on-going user 
consultation programme to 
ensure we understand the 
needs and ambitions of all 


types of user who visit 
Wicken Fen and the wider 
vision lands.” 

A range of suggestions 
have already been received 
from riders, including the 
provision of parking facilit¬ 
ies for horse boxes, the 
publication of riding trail 
maps and the introduction 
of guided horse rides. 

Work has been under¬ 
taken in recent years to 
enhance opportunities for 
horse riding across the 
vision lands. 

A bridleway has been 
designated across White 
Fen and a horse-friendly 
bridge constructed over 
Swaffham Bulbeck Lode. A 


further bridge over Reach 
Lode is currently subject to 
a planning application. 

Access for riders to Tub- 
ney Fen has been enhan¬ 
ced with the installation of 
additional access gates and 
the construction of mount¬ 
ing blocks. 

Plans are currently in 
hand for the introduction 
of a permissive riding route 
around Oily Hall, which 
was acquired by the Trust 
in 2007.

RENOWNED jazz pianist Mike 
Westbrook brings his Off 
Abbey Road project - inspired 
by and celebrating one of The 
Beatles’ greatest albums - to 
The Junction in Cambridge 
next month. 

As part of the Cambridge Modern 
Jazz Club’s programme, and to mark 
the 40th anniversary of the release of 
Abbey Road, Off Abbey Road is a re¬ 
creation by contemporary musicians 
of one of the master works of pop 
music. 

Premiered in Reggio Emilia, Italy, 
in December 1988 as part of a 
festival celebrating The Beatles, it 


was an instant hit with audiences 
and critics. For the next three years, 
Westbrook’s band took it on tour 
throughout France, Germany, Italy, 
and Switzerland, appearing in many 
of Europe’s best jazz festivals. A 
particular highlight was the 1990 
Montreal Festival where the band 
played an open-air concert to an 
audience of 30,000.

A live recording of the 
album at the 1989 Willisau Jazz 
Festival was released in 1990.

brings together some of the most 
outstanding jazz performers 
associated with Westbrook's music 
in recent years, with Kate Westbrook 
on vocals and tenor horn, singer 
John Winfield, Peter Whyman and 
Alan Wakeman on saxophone, Brian 
Godding on guitar, Andy Grappy on 
tuba, Richard Newby on drums and 
Westbrook himself behind the piano.

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GARDENING 


Plenty of choice for 
gardening students 


N ow the schools have gone 
back, you maybe 
considering returning to 
education yourself- and there are 
many gardening courses available, 
from one-day tasters to more in- 
depth studies which leave you 
with a qualification. 

You may be looking simply to 
improve your fruit and veg- 
growing techniques or to redesign 
your front garden, or feel it’s time 
to branch out into a horticultural 
career. 

“A lot of people who start off with 
just an interest in gardening 
develop that to become 
professional members of the 
industry,” says Dr Steve 
Dowbiggin, fellow of the Institute 
of Horticulture and chief executive 
of Capel Manor College in 
Middlesex. 

He advises gardeners to check out 
the colleges thoroughly and go for 
the ones which run a wide range of 
courses. 

“If you do an amateur course at a 
college which also runs courses for 
professionals, they are likely to be 
integrated, so if you wanted to go 
on to a higher level it is likely to be 
a seamless process,” he explains. 
Time is a huge factor to bear in 
mind, says Andrew Duff, director 
of garden design courses at the 
Inchbald School of Garden and 
Interior Design in London. 

“People often underestimate the 
word ‘part-time’,” he says. “Before 
you enrol, you need to know how 
much time you have to dedicate to 
a course.” 

Many places offer short courses, 
say for a weekend or even a day. 
They are usually led by head 
gardeners and experienced

horticulturists. If you are unable to 
go out to learn, then online 
courses are available in which the 
student is supported by a personal 
tutor who will respond to all 
queries and will give feedback on 
assignments and access projects. 
Before you start any course, find 
out its ratio of practical to theory. 
There are other ways to get your 
foot in the door. The number of 
people volunteering to work in 
National Trust and English 
Heritage properties is growing, 
says Dowbiggin, and many of the 
organisations who welcome 
volunteers also offer training. 

The Royal Horticultural Society 
organises a good variety of 
educational activities, from digital 
photography to plant 
propagation, as well as courses for 
for those wishing to pursue a 
career in horticulture, a bursary 
scheme and examinations for 
professional and amateur 
gardeners. 

The RHS General Certificate in 
Horticulture is one of the most 
widely-available courses, which 
teaches the basic understanding 
of scientific principles and their 
relationship and application to 
horticultural skills and practices. 


See the RHS website at 
www.rhs.org. uk for a list of colleges 
which run the course. 

Many people go for a national 
vocational qualification (NVQ) 
which focuses on competence 
rather than academic 
achievement. All the teaching and 
assessment is done at your 
workplace, although you can also 
study at a college on a part-time or 
day-release basis. Visit the NVQ 
website at www.dfes.gov.uk/nvq for 
more information. 

Other organisations, including the 
Royal Botanic Gardens at Kew and 
the Institute of Horticulture, have 
full-time and part-time courses 
which lead to a number of 
qualifications. 

The Institute of Horticulture’s 
website at www.horticulture.org.uk 
covers many colleges, 
apprenticeships, voluntary 
internships and the certificates, 
degrees and courses available. 
Alternatively, you may find that the 
best way to learn more about, say, 
how to grow fruit and veg, is to rent 
yourself an allotment and ask 
fellow plot-holders for their tips 
and advice. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Cyclamen hederifolium 
This Autumn-flowering hardy 
cyclamen, traditionally seen in a 
woodland setting, can brighten up 
a shady spot on die patio at this 
time of year. 

Buy ready-potted plants in flower 
now, in shades from white through 
to pink, cerise and magenta, which 
make wonderful plant partners in 
pots under purple-leaved 
heucheras, or mix them in your 
garden with the autumn-flowering 
Crocus speciosus. 

You can have cyclamen in flower 
for most of the winter by using 
both C hederifolium and C coum. 
Both are tuberous perennials, 
producing nodding flowers which 
open before the leaves appear. 
Plant them with the top (the flat or 
concave side) of the bulb at, or just 
below, the soil surface. 

Cyclamen like well-drained soil 
with lots of humus, and prefer light 
shade. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Storing apples 

If you have already started 
harvesting apples, it’s likely that 
the early varieties you are picking 
should be eaten early and don’t 
keep well. However, other types do 
store well and can be left until 
October before picking. 

Firstly, make sure they are ripe as 
once picked, apples don’t ripen 
well. Lift the fruit in your palm and 
gently twist it. If it comes off the 
branch easily, it’s ready. 

Only store perfect fruit. Clean, dry 
apples will keep in the vegetable 
compartment of your fridge for 
around four to six weeks. The rest 
can be put inside wooden boxes 
and stored in a cool, dry, frost-free 
shed until you need them. 

Check your stored fruit every week 
and remove any that show signs of 
rot. The apples should keep for six 
weeks or more. Good varieties for 
storing include Ashmead’s Kernel, 
Jonagold and Queen Cox.

JAPANESE cars make their 
owners happy but some French 
cars drive them to distraction, 
says Which? Car. 

Five of the top 10 cars in the 
Which? Car owners’ satisfaction 
table are Japanese: the current 
Mazda MX-5 (3rd with a customer 
satisfaction score of 96 per cent); 
Mazda MX-5 (1998-2005, 5th, 96 per 
cent); Honda Jazz (6th, 95 per cent); 
Toyota Yaris Verso (2000-2005, 7th, 
95 per cent); and Honda Jazz (2002- 
2008, 9th, 94 per cent). 

At the top of the table is the Audi 
A5 with an owner satisfaction score 
of 97 per cent. Owners love its looks 
and performance despite it being 
the least dependable new sports/ 
coupe with a reliability score of 76 
per cent (the joint least-reliable new 
car overall along with the current 
Ford Galaxy). 

Other German cars also perform 
well in the satisfaction stakes with 
another two in the top 10: the 
Porsche Boxster (4th, 96 per cent) 
and the Audi TT (8th, 94 per cent). 
The Czech Skoda Superb (2002- 


2008) lives up to its name in second 
place with an impressive 96 per 
cent, while the popular Italian Fiat 
500 is tenth with 94 per cent. 

Down at the bottom of the table, 
six of the least popular 10 cars are 
French, including four Renaults, a 
Peugeot and a Citroen. 

Bottom of the pile is the Renault 
Espace (1997-2003) with 57 per cent.

£15,675, a mere £270 more 
than the outgoing equivalent 
model, yet now offers as 
standard air conditioning, 
electronic stability control, 16- 
inch wheels and an MP3- 
format radio/CD player with 
aux-in. 

Further up the range, the SRi 
1.4i Turbo, with its new-to-range 
engine, is just £10 more than the 
current, un-blown SRi 1.8-litre 
petrol, yet retains its 140PS 
output, reduces C02 emissions by 


18 per cent and Benefit in Kind tax 
by seven bands. Equipment levels 
rise too, with an electronic 
parking brake, centre armrest and 
active head restraints all standard. 


The lead-in diesel-powered 
model’s price has also barely 
budged. Compared with the 
current Life 1.7 CDTi 97bhp, the 
new and more powerful Exclusiv

standard equipment, yet costs just 
£15 more at £18,015. 

Helping reduce the cost of 
Astra ownership still further 
has resulted in lower insurance 
group ratings. For example, an 
Exclusiv 1.4i (97bhp) drops 
from a 5E/ 10E rating for the old 
model to a 3E/9E for the 
equivalent car in the new 
range. Similarly, an outgoing SE 
1.6-litre (lllbhp) slides from 
7E/13E (current) to 4E/12E 
(new), and an SRi 1.7 CDTi 
(125PS) from 12E/21E (current) 
to 5E/15E (new).

Cambridgeshire County Council (“the Council”) 
acting as a local transport authority hereby gives 
notice that it has made a ticketing scheme under 
Section 135 of the Transport Act 2000 (“the Act").

The scheme will allow passengers buying multi¬ 
operator tickets to travel on Busway services 
operated by different operators.
